The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1: at the end of the claim, add, "wherein said lower 
support member and said upper support member being formed 
primarily of concrete." 

Claim 18: at the end of the claim, add, "wherein said base 
member being formed primarily of concrete, said pier being 
formed primarily of concrete, and said bearing device being 
formed primarily of a metal." 



Claim 22: cancel claim 22.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

Per Independent Claims 1 and 18: the prior art of record 
(see newly cited references Bosco: U.S. Patent No. 1,570,226 and 
Carlson: U.S. Patent No. 3,033,509) discloses an adjustable pier 
having lower and upper supports, a chamber with a stop member 
and an opening extending substantially the entire height of the 
chamber, but the prior art of record fails to disclose that the 
apparatus is made of concrete. To modify the references to be 
made of concrete would not be in the level of skill in the art 
because the material properties of concrete and the materials in 
the prior art of record (metal and wood) are functionally 
different and would perform differently. In other words, to 
modify the prior art of record to have the members made of 
concrete would not be a functional equivalence to metal and 
wood. In addition, the prior art of record that has concrete 
features fails to have the structural limitations of the 
apparatus as claimed.
